The duty of School Superintendance often proves very un- 
pleasant and unsatisfactory to him who undertakes it; for the 
reason that so many wants and deficiencies are seen, which 
one is powerless to remedy.

ing the past year. He has entered into the labors of others. 
From the efforts of his predecessors, he finds generally pre- 
vailing in our town a deep and well-instructed interest in the 
cause of education. And so wise a selection has been made 
of Prudential Committees in the several districts, and by 
them of teachers in the schools, that, in most cases, all has 
been accomplished which could be reasonably expected or de-
